committee of ten adjourned until F r i­ 
day noon.

reply 
and 
plan

Their decision, it is expect 
cd. will

“ I can say this much," President 
W h ite declared, “ we will not make any 
modification of our demands. 
Beyond 
that I cannot tell what will happi n.” 
The operators' reply is a document 
of approximately 2.500 words. It deals 
seriatim and in detail with the de­ 
mands 
The findings of the anthracite 
coal commission, appointed by Presi­ 
dent 
Roosevelt 
in 
1902, 
Is 
quoted 
against recognition of the union and 
the adoption of the one year agree 
ment. 
The reply disposes of the demand 
thai the operators collect union dues 
of their employes with the declara 
tlon that the laws of Pennsylvania for­ 
bid their doing so.

The demand for an eight hour day 
is rejected on tile grounds that condi­ 
tions have not changed since the an 
thracite coal commission commended 
a nine-hour day and that further to 
reduce the workday would seriously 
curtail production. 
"It is out of the question to advance 
wages,’’ reads the reply, “ unless we 
can in some manner realize from the 
sale of coal produced a sum equal to 
the increase in wages." This increase. 
It is stated, would aggregate $28,000,- 
000 a year and the whole advance, 
which would average about 67 cents 
per ton, would be borne by the do 
mestlc sizes of coal.

extent by the moral atmosphere aris­ 
ing from the enforcement or non­ 
enforcement of laws and ordinances 
duly enacted. 
If lawlessness and dis­ 
respect for order and decency are per­ 
mitted to prevail because of laxity »r 
graft on the part of officials tile sen­ 
timent will naturally take shape in 
action: 
“ Why should we 
respect 
laws that are not to our liking, when 
we see that others are allowed to dis­ 
regard laws that are not to their 
liking?” 
On our city officials rests, to a grea, 
extent, the responsibility of directing 
the public mind along the lines of 
social order and decency and civic 
responsibility.
